i Didsbury cracks down on vandals

Less than two weeks after in¬ 
vesting hundreds of dollars and 
approximately 75 hours of labor 
into restoring and repairing the 
downtown gazebo, vandals carved 
deep cuts into the wood of the

Town of Didsbury CAO, Evan 
Parliament, said a small number 
of youths are painting an unde¬ 
sirable portrait of their peers, 
when the vast majority do not 


next thing you know he’s got a job 
there.

“It will probably cost $400 to 
repair the damage,” said Main 
Street Program coordinator, 
David Mohr. 

The youthful vandals didn’t 
even wait for darkness to fall. 

“It was about 2:30 in the after¬ 
noon on July 8,” Mohr said. 

The case has been turned over 
to the RCMP who are currently 
pursuing the matter. The direc¬ 
tion and outcome of the investi¬ 
gation will depend to a large de¬ 
gree on the age of the vandals. 
Charges cannot be laid against 
children under 12, but chudren 
aged 12 and over may be charged 
with Willful Damage under 
$5,000. 

Didsbury RCMP Sgt Ray 
Gaultier said that for a first 
offense the crown suggests fol¬ 
lowing guidelines set out in the 
alternate measures program. This 
involves working with a proba¬ 
tion officer and possibly under¬ 
taking community work. Second 
or multiple offenders may be look¬ 
ing at probation or a fine. 

“The simple fact is that the 
kids who did this should be held 
accountable for what they did, no 
matter what their age,” Mohr 
said. “They were kind enough to 
sign their names, though, and 
the best part is we have a real 
good description of what they look 
like from a couple of witnesses 
who watched them do this.” 

The lure of a ‘clean slate’ may 


aged as much,” Mohr said. “Once 
something is damaged it’s like 
open season, so as soon as we get 
some clearance on this issue we ’re 
going to come in and fix this up.” 

Gaultier said the key issue of¬ 
ten becomes a question of ‘who’s 
going to pay for it’, and getting 
parents involved sometimes elimi¬ 
nates future problems. 

“If it hits the parents’ pocket 
books it’s hurting them, so they’re 
going to make junior abide by the 
rules, or pay it back, that kind of 
thing,” Gaultier said. “I agree 
that parents shouldn’t have to 
pay, but sometimes it’sThe only 
way that you’re going to force an 
issue.” 

Damage in a vandalism inci¬ 
dent earlier this year at the arena 
resulted in approximately $2,500. 
An insurance settlement covered 
a portion, but taxpayers were still 
looking at covering the $1,000 
deductible. 

In this instance, the parents 
agreed to work with the town on 
the restitution process. 

“I think we’ve got parents that 
are pro-active,” Gaultier said. 
“The town decides that clipping 
grass, for example, is worth so 
much an hour and they can work 
it off. Really, the courts are not 
the answer. You’re not doing any¬ 
thing good with the kids by send¬ 
ing them to court; it’s better that 
they pay back to society in one 
way or another. First time of¬ 
fenders, especially - maybe you 


condone such acts of vandalism. 

“I have faith that 99.9 per 
cent of the young kids out there 
do respect public facilities, but in 
every town and every country in 
this world, you’re going to have 
those who feel that public prop¬ 
erty is subject to vandalism.” 

Parliament cited a recent ex¬ 
ample of vandalism at the pool, 
but said that a restitution agree¬ 
ment has been drafted to cover 
repair costs. 

“We added up the damage and 
we sent him a bill,” Parliament 
said. “The kid made restitution 
with his father and hopefully 
learned a valuable lesson. That 
is exactly what we’re going to do 
in this [gazebo vandalism] case. 
We’re going to send the family a 
bill. If they cannot pay the fine, 
we’ve got lots of grass to cut. All 
we want them to do is come for¬ 
ward and make a public apology; 
a lot of people are affected by this 
act of vandalism. It’s up to the 
family and the culprits. If any¬ 
one is caught in an act of vandal¬ 
ism, we’re going to file a com¬ 
plaint with the RCMP and pur¬ 
sue it. This community is too 
small; these examples serve no¬ 
tice that these people will be 
caught.” 

Gaultier said making restitu¬ 
tion often turns the situation 
around. 

“The kid comes back and 
sweeps the floor for a couple of 
weekends, pays his time off, the 



Provincial 
champs 
bring back 
the gold to 
Didsbury

The first weekend of July in 
Lethbridge was extremely hot and 
very windy, but when the Pee Wee D 
girls baseball team emerged the pro¬ 
vincial champions, the atmosphere 
suddenly grew a tad misty. 

“There were some tears shed,” head 
coach Rhonda Hunter admitted with 
a smile. 

Eleven teams including the host 
team came up to bat, but with only 
one loss in six games played, the Rebels 
proved to be a practically unbeatable 
force. 

“We played Vegreville in the semi¬ 
final,” Hunter said. “They’d placed 
first on their side I with a matching 3- 
1 win/loss record].” 

Hunter and her assistant coaches 
continually reminded their players to 
stay focused on the present and not 
worry about upcoming games. 


“We lost a real heartbreaker [against 
the Calgary team| Friday night,” Hunter 
said. “In the bottom of the seventh, we 
lost it by one run. So we had to win the 
next three, and we took it one game at a 
time. We just said, ‘show us what you can 
do, show us what you know.” 

While the coaches and players appeared 
to maintain a calm focus on the bench, 
fans in the stands were losing their abil¬ 
ity to talk as they made sure the girls 
heard a non-stop round of cheers that 
echoed across the field and beyond. 

“It was a close game all the way,” 
Hunter said, “It went back and forth 
every inning. It went into extra innings.” 

“It was pretty exciting,” Cindy Collinge 
said with a smile. 

The sun beat down and the wind blew 
with a vengeance as the Rebels scored an 
unanswered run at the top of the eighth 
inning. 

It was onto the finals. 


The Rebels found themselves facing the 
Calgary team; the only team to have beat 
them in the series. The match-up was very 
evenly balanced. The excitement in the stands 
was obvious. The cheering section stepped 
up the tempo. Teams knocked out of com¬ 
petitive play relocated to the viewing area- 
and the Didsbury girls suddenly realized the 
players who were now out of the action, were 
cheering for them.

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Vandalism analysis

A recent spate of vandalism 
in the Didsbury area summons 
up several questions, chiefly, 
what can be done to combat the 
problem? 

Cst. Myles Peckham, who acts 
as the RCMP community liaison 
link, said that regarding the age 
issue, especially when dealing 
with the under-12 contingent, 
there is little the RCMP can for¬ 
mally do beyond calling in social 
services if the situation appears 
to warrant it. 

“You may find that the family 
situation isn’t the best, you can 
get social services involved and 
maybe get the child into a pro¬ 
gram that might help them.” 

Having only been stationed in 
the area for the past two years, 
Peckham can’t track or compare 
trends beyond what he’s person¬ 
ally dealt with, but said, “I don’t 
think it’s out of control, by any 
means, however, it’s a concern, 
for sure.” 

Individual towns cannot be sin¬ 
gled out as being the ‘worst’ re¬ 
garding incidents of public mis¬ 
chief and vandalism. Alcohol in¬ 
variably worsens the situation, 
and is often an indication that 
the perpetrators are in their mid¬ 
dle or upper teens right through 
to adult age. 

“When I see these 13 and 14- 
year olds out past two in the morn¬ 
ing I think, ‘where the heck are 
the parents?' Why are these kids 
out at this hour?”’ 

Peckham sees community in¬ 
volvement to promote a sense of 
pride and ownership in commu¬ 
nity buildings and facilities, in¬ 
cluding younger children and 
teens, as a good place to start 
working on preventing vandal¬ 
ism. 

The RCMP is continuing to 
expand its presence and scope in 
relation to community involve¬ 
ment and interaction; however 
some mitigating factors are basi¬ 
cally out of police control. 

Parents who move to the coun¬ 
try to offer troubled kids a fresh 
start are only transferring the 
problem not solving it, unless the 
parents consciously make an ef¬ 
fort to keep the lines of communi¬ 
cation open and seek out pro¬ 


grams and/or counselling that will concluded. “If you talk to them 
help the young person deal with with respect, they will respond 
whatever issues are causing him to that. It’s got to be a joint 
or her to ‘act out’. 

On a practical level, Peckham 
suggested that residents become 
proactive where acts of vandal¬ 
ism are witnessed. Approaching 
the destructive person directly 
and advising that you’ve seen the 
activity might well give the van¬ 
dal cause to reconsider doing any 
damage knowing he or she has 
been identified. 

A program Peckham watched 
which showed how one centre had 
combatted vandalism by install¬ 
ing security cameras a several 
key locations around town piqued 
his interest. 

“Some people see that as ‘big 
brother’, but if you’re not doing 
anything wrong, you don’t have 
to worry about what the camera 
will catch,” he said. 

“Don’t just sit there and think 
there is no problem,” Peckham 
said. 

Keeping outdoor targets well 
lit is another point to consider 
implementing. Prompt repair of 
vandalism of property also seems 
to be a dissuading factor. 

But above all, keeping the fam¬ 
ily bond cemented has to be the 
best preventative measure to take 
regarding preventing mischief 
perpetrated by youths. 

“ Don’t use the street as a baby¬ 
sitter,” Peckham said. “In gen¬ 
eral it’s a small group and some of 
these kids don’t even realize that 
what they’re doing is a crime.” 

Peckham said that foot patrols 
are something the RCMP plans 
to step up. Approaching youths 
does not necessarily have to be a 
confrontational issue, Peckham

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MVRSA deem education of the public paramount

Reducing the amount of gar¬ 
bage destined for landfill sites has 
become the primary mandate of 
the Mountain View Regional 
Solid Waste Authority. 

MVRSA chair Jack Peck said 
showing local residents that the 
authority was serious about re¬ 
ducing dumped waste material 
would maintain confidence in the 
authority’s approach. He sug¬ 
gested that a refurbished tractor- 
trailer housing a display explain¬ 
ing composting and other alter¬ 
native measures to handling gar¬ 
bage could be set up and moved to 
different areas in the county for 
display. 

Peck commended local schools 
for their awareness programs and 
asked fellow authority members 
to suggest ways to get the ‘recy¬ 
cle, reduce and reuse’ message 
out to parents and other commu¬ 
nity members who had not been 
exposed to such messages in 
schools and the community at 
large. 


“Garbage |hauled to landfills) 
can be reduced from 70 to 90 per 
cent,” Peck said. “We have to de¬ 
velop a strategy of how to do that 
in the most economical way possi¬ 
ble.” 

Olds College composting pro¬ 
gram representative, Tom Clark, 
said that introducing and insti¬ 
gating new methods directly of¬ 
ten proved more effective than 
easing into alternative programs. 

Home based composting is not 
not always practical for some, in¬ 
cluding those who live in apart¬ 
ment complexes 

“Composting is not a quick fix, ” 
Clark said. “It’s a big challenge 
for all of us. We have to change a 
lot of years of ‘disposable’ men¬ 
tality.” 

Over a decade of investigating 
landfill site possibilities has 
proved fruitless to date, and mem¬ 
bers of the committee agreed that 
all efforts to reduce excess waste 
dumping will, at the very least, 
add years to local landfill sites 
currently in use.

Farmers are angry and frus¬ 
trated because Richardson's 
ground squirrels (commonly 
called "gophers") are damaging 
their crops and haylands. Some 
are asking that old poison formu¬ 
las be reinstated. Others request 
that ground squirrels be extermi¬ 
nated. The Richardson's ground 
squirrel problem exists because 
there is no valid method to con¬ 
trol this rodent. During the last 
two years, our research group 
reviewed poisons, traps and other 
techniques used to control ground 
squirrels and found that they were 
all ineffective. Poisons controlled 
less than 40 per cent of the 
populations, even when they were 
used in early spring, before green- 
up. Knowing that adult females 
can produce ten young during 
summer, such a control level is 
insignificant. Despite the serious¬ 
ness of the ground squirrel issue, 
there is no integrated research 
program to develop better con¬ 
trol means that could be used 
with different agricultural prac¬ 
tices. 

The solution to the ground 
squirrel problem does not rest in 


an extermination program or in 
new legislation. A solution to such 
a problem can only result from a 
sound scientific program involv¬ 
ing proper understanding of the 
species in its environment and 
the development of control tech¬ 
niques that are in agreement with 
the behavior of the animals. For 
example, three years ago, we ini¬ 
tiated a multifaceted pocket go¬ 
pher (commonly called "mole") 
control research program with 
Agricultural Service Boards. This 
program allowed us to identify 
poisons and other techniques that 
were inefficient. It also allowed 
us to develop a broader strategy 
that controls 80 per cent of pocket 
gopher populations in agricul¬ 
tural fields, without harming 
other species and the environ¬ 
ment. 

The Richardson's ground 
squirrel problem is a complex is¬ 
sue requiring new wildlife man¬ 
agement techniques and the con¬ 
certed efforts of farming commu¬ 
nities. Unless rural communities, 
with the support of provincial and 
federal agriculture departments, 
spearhead a sound control re¬ 
search program, it is unlikely that 
the ground squirrel problem will 
be handled effectively.

Gordon and Rosemary 
Hancock have been camping as 
summer guests at the Rosebud 
Valley Campground for the past 
three years.

6 large tomatoes 12 mushrooms, chopped 

2 Tbsp. low-fat margarine 1 Tbsp. parsley

1 lb. lean ground beef Salt/pepper 

1/4 c. bread crumbs 6 lemon wedges 

1. Halve the tomatoes/scoop out and chop up insides. 

2. Melt margarine in a skillet and saute onion until clear. 

3. Add the beef and cook until no longer pink. 

4. Add mushrooms, parsley, chopped tomato, wine, dash 
of salt/pepper. 

5. Cover and cook for 10 min. Stir in the bread crumbs.

7. Arrange in a ovenproof dish and bake at 350F for 25-30 
min. - until tops are brown and crisp. Garnish with lemon 
wedges.

"If you're looking for new ways 
to liven up your table, you might 
want to experiment with flowers," 
says Shelley Barkley. "Both pet¬ 
als, whole or chopped into colour¬ 
ful confetti, and whole flowers can 
be used to add unique flavour and 
intriguing aroma. Not all flowers 
are edible, in fact there are some 
which are poisonous, so you may 
want to consult culinary books or 
other sources for lists of flowers 
which are safe to eat." 

Summer presents so many 
taste opportunities for the daily 
menu. Fresh oregano, dill, chives, 
sage and thyme have always been 
appreciated as those little extra' 
ingredients only enjoyed in the 
warmer months. Well, add bee 
balm, borage, calendula, daylily, 
fuchsia, gladiolus and nasturtium 
to the list. 

"Before you snip off all of the 
blooms from your snapdragons, 
try one. Not all flowers taste the 
same, so try them to determine 
which ones you want to 'harvest'," 
adds Barkley. "Flowers are best 
when fresh. Collect the blooms 
early in the day, when the dew is 
still on them or has almost dried. 
The petals may be rather fragile 
so handle with care to avoid bruis¬ 
ing. Wash them, if necessary, and 
pat dry gently." 

You can store flower petals and 
blooms in plastic bags or tightly 
sealed glass jars in the refrigera¬ 
tor until needed. Shelf life for 
flowers is about one week if han¬ 
dled and stored carefully. Be sure 
to use only flowers that are free of 
chemical pesticides.

ared or simply strewn in a punch 
bowl, add something ethereal," 
says Barkley. "The base of rose 
petals are quite bitter, so it is 
advisable to trim the petals to 
remove the whitish base. Most 
flowers that have hard centres, 
such as roses and chrysanthe¬ 
mums, can be pared so only the 
petals of the flowers are used." 

So which flowers can grace not 
just our tables, but our plates? A 
partial list includes: apple blos¬ 
som, anise-hyssop, bachelor but¬ 
ton, basil, bee balm, borage, 
broadbean, calendula, carnation, 
chamomile, chicory, chives, 


chrysanthemum, daisies, dande¬ 
lion, elderberry, English daisy, 
English primrose, fuchsia, gera¬ 
nium, gladiolus, honey suckle, 
jasmine, johnny-jump-up, laven¬ 
der, lemon balm, lemon verbena, 
lilac, kale, mint (all varieties), 
mustard, nasturtium, pansies, 
pineapple sage, rappini, roses, 
sweet violet, thyme, tulip and 
violet. 

Most flower beds boast at 
least a few edible flowers. If 
you're feeling daring and adven¬ 
turous, reward yourself with not 
just the scent but the taste of a 
few blooms.

COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT 
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Just when you thought you'd 
never taste another sweet, juicy 
strawberry, Alberta market gar¬ 
deners are reporting that straw¬ 
berries are on the way! 

A cool spring and early sum¬ 
mer delayed flowering in many 
parts of the province, and berry 
development is about two to three 
weeks behind the average sea¬ 
son. Most growers expect the first 
strawberries this year around the 
third week of July. 

"This doesn't mean that the 
strawberry season won't be as 
good as other years," reports Lloyd 
Hausher, Fruit Crops Specialist 
at the Crop Diversification Cen¬ 
tre in Brooks. "The cool weather 
has slowed the plants' develop¬ 
ment, but the rain in the last few 
weeks is really helping to fill the 
berries. We should see an abun¬ 
dance of large, juicy berries to¬ 
wards the end of July and well 
into August." 

And if you're a strawberry 
grower, the cool nights are a bo¬ 
nus - they actually make the straw¬ 
berries sweeter! Cool nights slow 
down the conversion of sugar to 
starch, so sugar accumulates in 
the berries. 

Debbie Everts, president of the 
Alberta Market Gardeners Asso¬ 
ciation confirms this. "People who 
go to a local market garden to pick 
strawberries are surprised at the 
flavor and freshness of the ber¬ 
ries. You can't get any fresher 
than picking them yourself!

Alberta Agriculture rides the Internet's World Wide Web

As we approach the beginning 
of the second millennium, change 
seems to be coming at us at an 
ever increasing rate. Technolo¬ 
gies that were unknown a few 
years ago are totally main-stream 
today. One of these technologies 
is the Internet. 

The Internet is really nothing 
more than a marriage of comput¬ 
ers, telephone lines and a com¬ 
munications concept pioneered 
by the American military in the 
1970's. Modern "point-and-click" 
computers make it possible for 
anyone with an Internet connec¬ 
tion to search through hundreds 
of millions of pages of informa¬ 
tion. Topics range from real es¬ 
tate to rock music, from the use¬ 
ful to the useless, and all points in 
between. Having access to the 
Internet is like being in all of the 
libraries, universities and corpo¬ 
rate head offices in the developed 
world (and all at the same time!). 

Just over a year ago, Alberta 
Agriculture launched Project Bar¬ 
ley, a modest experiment designed 
to test the Internet's World Wide 
Web as a way to provide informa¬ 
tion to the farm and agribusiness 
communities. Since then our "web 
site" has become known as "Ropin' 
the Web" and appears to be a runa¬ 
way success. In May there were 
almost 4,000 "user sessions" or 
"hits" per week and these con¬ 
tinue to increase at a rate of 25 
per cent per month. 

At this point you may be won¬ 
dering about the type of informa¬ 
tion available on "Ropin' the Web" 


and on the Internet in general. 
The easiest answer I can give is 
"almost everything!" Main areas 
on "Ropin' the Web" include 
Crops, Livestock, Coming Events, 
Food Processing, Agriculture 
Publications and others. "Click¬ 
ing" on these topics leads you to 
more detailed information on crop 
production, canola marketing, 
export opportunities and so on. 
From these areas, "clicking" on 
other "links" will take you to even 
more detailed information such 
as the diagnosis and control of 
cleavers in canola. Often (as in 
this last example) excellent col¬ 
our photographs and other graph¬ 
ics are included. 

Where can you experience the 
Internet and "Ropin' the Web?" 
Each of our District offices has a 
computer which is connected to 
the Internet and provided for the 
use of our farm customers. Any of 
our people will be happy to give 
you a quick tour and then turn 
you loose to "surf the net" on your 
own. If you are interested in get¬ 
ting Internet access at your home 
or business, there are various 
plans available from private in¬ 
dustry "Internet providers" which 
start at about $ 10 per month. With 
AGT's entry into this business 
last year, Internet access is avail¬ 
able anywhere in the province 
without the added expense of long 
distance phone line charges. 

What's ahead? No one really 
knows, but whatever it is, it's com¬ 
ing quickly! Currently there is a 
major initiative to improve the 
security of credit card transac¬ 
tions on "the Web." Many people 
think that this will launch a new 


wave of commerce that will 
help the Internet continue to 
grow at its current frenzied 
pace. In the farm industry, 
crop insurance, credit and 
banking transactions may be 
some of the first commercial 
applications. 

One thing is for sure; we're 


going to hear a lot more about the 
Internet in the future. Any tech¬ 
nology that essentially eliminates 
the effects of time and distance is 
bound to have major implications 
for everyone, especially those of 
us living and working in rural 
Alberta. For more information

Annual crop 
growth is excellent in most areas 
although the crop maturity is generally behind normal for this 
time. Crop growth stages are as follows: wheat ranges from 
tillering to early heading; barley ranges from tillering to late 
boot/early heading; field peas range from 9-12 nodes with 
flowering starting, argentine canola ranges from early bolting to 
early flowering; polish canola from rosette to early bolting. Crop 
spraying is virtually completed in all districts with only small 
acreages left to be sprayed. Weed populations are low to moder¬ 
ate and herbicide efficency has been excellent. Some reports of 
damage to crops due to herbicide application, however damage 
was light. No reports of insect pests to this point. 

Pasture conditions are reasonably good in most areas with 
more than ample water supplies. First cut haying operations 
continue with some quality being lost due to localized rain. First 
cut hay yields are expected to be lower than normal in most 
districts with the exception being the Olds district where yield 
expectations are above normal.

Extra pasture preparation 


If pasture is going to be in short 
supply in your operation this year, 
using winter cereals may provide the 
extra grazing you require. Annuals 
and winter cereals have been used by 
many producers as a valuable tool for 
providing extra pasture, extra grain 
and extra profit. 

"Winter cereals, such as fall rye. 
winter wheat or winter triticalc, can 
be seeded and will provide extra pas¬ 
ture," says Trevor Yurchak. beef spe¬ 
cialist with Alberta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development. "Seeding 
early, in the spring, gives good sum¬ 
mer pasture. Delaying seeding until 
mid-August will give excellent fall 
pastures. Mixing a smaller amount of 
fall rye seed with your greed feed or 
silage seed gives excellent grazing 
after the forages are harvested." 

Being winter cereal, these crops 
need to go through a winter before 
they head out, so they stay vegetative 
all summer and fall. Regrowth on a 
winter cereal is very fast, resulting in 
good stocking rates. Adding nitrogen 
will increase stocking rates, but will 
add cost. 

"Seed your winter cereals at a rate 
of about 110 Ibs/acre," adds Yurchak. 
"Fertility is important, but high levels 
of nitrogen increase the risk of high 
nitrates in the fall after a frost. Soil 


testing will give you a better indica¬ 
tion of what is needed and in what 
quantities." 

Delay grazing until the winter ce¬ 
real is at least six inches tall. This is 
usually five to six weeks after seed¬ 
ing. You can turn cows out two weeks 
earlier by adding 25 lbs of oats or 
barley to the seed. Oats and barley 
germinate and grow faster, which al¬ 
lows grazing about 14 days earlier, 


with the same six inches of growth. 

"A winter cereal can have as high 
as 19 per cent protein, and can retain 
its quality well into November," says 
Yurchak. "It helps to pay attention to 
your pasture, particularly this year. 
Producers want to give their cows the 
very best pasture possible, and winter 
cereals could be part of this pasture."
